he extraordinary extension of ru- 
T ral free delivery during the past 
two years has proved tc he the 
salient, significant, and 
far reaching feature of postal devel- 
opment in recent times, We have had 
other striking advances, but they have 
been along lines already well settled. 
The fast-mail service, carried tothe high- 
est attainable point, is only the logical out 
growth of the constant struggle for the 
quickest dispatch. ‘The admirable rail- 
way post-oifice is only the culmination of 
the incessant effort to save time, obtain 
the straightest line, and secure the least 
handling, These and the many other im- 
provements of method which keep pace 
with modern progress are the natural de- 
velopment of an established system. 
Butte undertakethe personal and daily 
delivery of the mail at the individual and 
isolated farmhouse onthe remote country 
road marks what in this widely extended 
land amounts to a new feature in postal 
service. Free delivery in rural commun- 
ities had been regarded as toa costly and 


most 


burdensome tobe admissible. Because 
of thisthe movement encountered great 
opposition when first proposed, and even 
when Congress authorized the experi- 
ment there was reluctance in trying it. 
ittook time and experience to develop 
and enforce the more just view, first, that 
the great hody of peaple wha lived out- 
sidethe cities and towns are entitled to 
share in advanced mail facilities, even if 
the cost exceeds the returns, and second, 
that the barrier of unbalanced expense is 
not as formidable as was apprehended. 

Rural delivery has now been sufficient- 
ly tried to measure its effects; the im- 
mediate and direct results are clearly ap- 
parent, itstimulates social and business 
correspondence and so swells the postal 
receipts. 

The first experimental rural free deli- 
very was Started at Charlestown, W. Va., 
on October 31,1896. On the rstof July 
1899, there were 4g1 rural delivery routes 
in operation; within the fisical year, un- 
der an appropriation of $450,000, this 
number was increased to 1,214. On the 
Istof July ,1g00, the appropriation of 
$1,750,000 became available, and on the 
15th of November 2,614 routes had been 
jocated and established, 61,979 miles in 
aggregate length, covering 66,842 square 
miles divided among 44 States and Terri- 
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tories, and serving a population of 1,801,- 
524. The number of applications pending 
atthat date and awaiting action under 
investigation was more than 2,100, near- 
ly enough to double the existing service. 

The postal department Is now carrying 
the post-office to the door of 31,000,000 of 
people massed in towns and cities; the 
task before them isthe more complicated 
work of carrying itto the door of about 
21,000,000 scattered over 1,000,0G0 square 
miles of territory. 

The character of the service has risen 
with its breadth of extension; rural carri- 
ers now register letters, give receipts for 
inoney orders, cancel stamps, and deliver 
letters on their routes without their pas- 
sing through a post-office. 

Yet while as this indicates,progress has 
been made in the United States, as in 
European countries, toward formulating 
ageneral system of extending the free 
delivery of mails to communities living 
remote from cities, it mast be noted that 
our methods are not those of any other 
nation. Theyhave been adapted tothe 
peenliar conditions of American life. 
‘There are strong points of divergence be- 
tween the system now being established 
inthe United States andthe methods of 
ruraldelivery which have prevailed in 
other countries for many years,—in Great 
Kiritain for instance, for over filty years, 
andin France fora still longer period. 
Ours is a co-egerative plan; itcomes from 
the people, and is established upon peti- 
tions presented through their Represent- 
atives in Congress, irrespective of party 
affilations, Those who desire it are ex- 
pected to meet the government hali-way, 
by mending their reads, building bridges 
over their unbridged creeks and streams, 
and putting up secure and appropriate 


receiving boxes, so located on the road- 
side along the route traversed by the car- 
rier thathe can convenientiy deposit or 
collect their mail-without alighting from 
his vehicle. 

in Great Britain, there was substaatial- 
ly a house-to-house raral delivery, only 
the most inacessible domiciles being left 
unvisited. The English rural post-man, 
traveling chiefly on foot, walks from 15 
to18 miles a day, for an average pay of 
18 shillings, or $y.50a.week, A paternal 
government provides him with a uniform, 
gives him $5.00 a year’to buy shoes, fur- 
nishes him medical attendance when 
sick and permits him to retire on a small 
pension after ten years of faithful service. 

In France, rural carriers, who also tra- 
vel on foot, are paid a mileage af 74 cen- 
times a kilometer, or not quite 2% ceats 
a mile for the distance they cover, The 
average length ofa route is from 16 ta 15 
miles, andthey are required to cover it 
every day inthe year, Sunday included. 
They receive an allowance for clathing 
and may retire on a pension at the end of 
fifteen years, The service extends into 
every commune, and practically all of 
France is covered by rural free delivery. 

In Germany the delivery of mails in re- 
mote districts is not exactly free, extra 
postage is charged, part of which goes to 
the carrier and parttothe Government. 
The pay of the carriers outside of this al- 
lowance is from 7aoto goo marks a year, 
with 100 marks additional for house rent, 
(aGerman mark being equalient to 24 
cents of our money.) 

In Austria-Hungary the rural carrier is 
hired by the postmaster of the loca! office 
to which he is attached and paid by him; 
he is authorized to collect a fee of halt a 
centonall letters andan eight of a cent 
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on all newspapers delivered by him. 
His a¥erage pay is about $120 a year, To 
farn this sum he travels ten milesa day, 
always on foot; before he can enter upon 
his duties he has to make a deposit of $80 
with the postmaster as security for carry- 
ing out his part of the contract. 

The Belgian rural carrier makes a dai- 
ly round trip of 15 or 16 miles on foot, and 
ts paid a salary which varies according 
to the supposed cost of living in the dis- 
trict where he serves, but which seldom 
exceeds $2504 year, He is denied the 
right to vote, and prohibited from taking 
partin politics. 

It follows without saying, that the rural 
free delivery service with which the peo- 
ple of the United States have been made 
acquainted within the the last three years 
is built upon none of these models. The 
carriers buy their own shoes and clothes, 
provide their own "rigs" and horses, pay 
their own doctor bills, and vote as they 
please. In the selection of carriers the 
Congressional Representative controls 
the appointments, which are made under 
the directions ofthe First Assistant Post 
Master General, The pay of rural carri- 
ers when the service was first started was 
placed at $150 and afterwards at $300 per 
annum, In 1898 it was raisedsto $400; at 
the beginning of the present fiscal year, 
July 1, 1g00 it was raised from $4c0 to $500 
fora full route. 

Under ordinary conditions, a full route 
is considered to he 25 miles, There are 
exceptional cases, where the roads are 
level and smoothly macadamized. in 
which the carriers can make 301035 
miles a day. There are other exceptional 
cases where the routes lead over rugged 
hills and cross recky creeks, in which 17 
miles is considered a good day's journey; 


but the average length of a full remte is 
25 miles, 

The appropriation of $1,750,000 for the 
fiscal year heginning July 1, 1900 will be 
so applied thatthe service already exist- 
ing and established during the year will 
consumeitsamount, [tis estimated that 
to maintain during the ensning year, the 
service in operation ot the end of the cur- 
rent year, will require $2,500,c00, For 
new service, not less than $1,c00,a00 
should be allowed,

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HOW TO POLISH SEA-SHELLS, 


The surface of the shell should be first 
cleansed hy rubbing it with a rag dipped 
in hydrochloric acid until the outer dull 
covering of the shellis removed. {t must 
then be washed in warm water, dried in 
hot sawdust, and polished with chamois 
leather. Those shells which are destitute 
of a natural polished surface may 
be either varnished or rubbed with 
a mixture of tripali powder and turpen- 
tine applied by means of a piece of wash- 
leather, after which fine tripoli powder 
should be used,then a little alive ail 
rubbed in well, and finally the surface 
well rubbed with the chamois leather, 
The hands should be protected from con- 
tact with the acid,

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WHAT A COPYRIGHT PROTECTS. 


Atitle may be entered, but the copy- 
right covers the book and ‘not the title. 
Atitle alone cannot be copyrighted; it 
can be protected solely as a trade mark. 
What isa copyrighted: manuscript? Cop- 
yright pertains to a published book only, 
So long asa book is in manuscript it is 
protected by a common law of property; 
no one can print it without authority un- 
less he steals it. Itis when a book is pub- 
lished that the copyright law steps in to 
protectit. Every day we have evidence 
that authors have wrong notions of copy- 
right: they make a point of having ob- 
tained copyright asif it were something 
difficult—like a patent—and think they 
have in some way secured their book and 
their title by entering the latter, They 
have secured nothing. Nothing whatev- 
eris gained by entering a title unless a 
preliminary step to be follawed by filing 
copies of the book.
